YORKSHIRE STATION 10 BE THE 
“BIG NOISE.” 


HEATING AERIALS. 


The North Regional station of 
the B,B.C, at Moorside Edge, near 
Huddersfield, Yorkshire, will soon 
be the “big noise” in Britluh broad- 
casting, 

The two transmitters in tho 
station each ‘employs 24 huge 
valves. 
and Regional ‘aerials respectively, 
which are on three masts 600ft. 
high. 

The station itself is 1,100ft. 
above sea level, so thore is reason 
to expect first-class performanco 
when the transmitters get into 
their stride. 

The provision for heating the 
serials by passing an electric cur- 
rent through them is an interest- 
ing innovation. Thus when ice 
and snow collect on the wires 
,owing to the high altitude of the 
station, it will be possible to clear 
them before trancmitting com. 
mences each day.

The very nature of wireless re- 
search must make. for periodical 
readjustmenta affecting the alloca- 
tion of wavelengths. 

The authorities cencerned have 
to work to a certain standard or 
“plan,” which has been agreed 
upon at an international con- 
ference.

Nobody will deny that on the 
whole the broadcasting allocations 
have met with a fair mensure of 
success, but there is, evidence that 
trouble is looming ahead on ac- 
count of more interference.

In this receiver’ the output from 
a detector valve is associated with 
the output of another valve which 
is producing weak oscillations in 
the set. The difference between 
these oscillations. and the carrier 
wave oscillations makes a “beat” 
note which Is amplified in the re- 
ceiver, The resulting signals are 
then rectified and amplified in the 
usual way.

FLEET FOR U.S.A. 


Comparative Strength 
Considered. 


ANOTHER SHIP LAUNCHED. 


The relationship of merchant 
ship tonnage and speed to naval 
parity was emphasised by Repre- 
sentative Frederick R. Lehlbach, of 
New Jersey, in his address at thy 
launch of the passenger and cargo 
liner Exochorda from the -New ' 
York Shipbuilding Co.'s yard at 
Camden recently. 

The Exochorda is the second to ' 
be launched of four 7,000 gross ton, | 
14-knot turbine-driven —_ vessel 
ordered by the Export Steamship 
Corporation for operation in the 
New York-Alexandria service of ! 
the American Export Line. She is| 
to start on her maiden voyage from 
New York to the Mediterranean on 
February 25. The third vessel ia 
now under construction, and the 
keel of the fourth is to be laid in 
the berth vacated by the Exochorda. 

The vessel was christened by 
Miss Frances Glover, the 14-year- 
old daughter of ‘Assistant Post- 
master-General W. I. Glover, in the 
presence of a large gathering of 
shipping men and Government 
officials. ‘ 

Mark Of Success. 


“Ags a member of the Merchant 
Marine and Fisherics Committee ot 
Congress, deeply interested in the 
American Merchant Marine,” said 
Mr, Lchlbach, “this event appeals to 
me not alone as a mark of the 
success achitved by the Export 
in building 
up and maintaining Ita Hne. To 
me the launching of this ship sym- 
bolises greater things. 

“Hére is a new and powerful ad- 
dition to the natlonal defence. 
Here is a new agency to work for 
the future promotion, expansion, 
and maintenance of our foreign 
trade. Here is a new opportunity 
for the training of naval reserve 
yersonnel, Here is a new force to 
work for the prosperity of our 
citizens, the security of our people, 
the success of our country. 


Naval Limitation. 


“The stipulations of the London 
Treaty limit the building of certain 
auxiliary types of naval vessels. 
There is. grent divergency of 
opinion as to whether or not the 
United States will attain parity 
with Great Britain in all categories 
‘of naval vessels. It is obvious, of 
course, that sultable merchant 
vessels to serve as naval auxiliaries 
constitute a most vital factor in the 
effective functioning of a navy. 
This being true, the adoption of 
navies can mean nothing without a 
corresponding ratio for merchant 
ships being taken into considera- 
tion. 

Authoritative “figures on the 
standing of the principal occan- 
going merchant fleats, as at April 1, 
1980, show: Great Britain, 8,407 
ships of-18,790,000 aggregate tons; 
United States, 1,662 ships of 
9,412,000 aggregate tons; Japan, 


623 ships of 3,052,000 aggregate 
tons; Germany, 665 ships of 
3,237,000 aggregate tons Italy, 
535 ships of 2,836,000 aggregate 
tons; France 533 ships of 2,785,000 
aggregate tons. 
1 ‘“The British megghant Reet, it 
will be noted, ta nearly twice the 
‘sizo of our fleet, both in numbers 
and tons. And’ yet the anti-Amer- 
{can Merchant Marine propagand- 
ists insist that the United States 
Ia the power which Is glutting the 
world tonnage : market, because 
through Governmental aids it is en- 
couraging the building and opera. 
-tion of more ships for its mer- 
chant fleet. . ‘ 
i Disadvantage in Speed. 
' The disadvantage under which 
the United States labours with its 
present merchant flect is, further 
shown when we compare the speeds 
-of the ships in the. fleets of the 
' prineipal maritime countries, Great 
; Britain has sixteen vessels capable 
| of twenty knota or better, Italy haa 
six, France five, the United States 
five, Germany four, and Japan two. 
In the class of vessels capable-of 
fifteen to nineteen knots, Great Bri- 
tain has 233, the United States 79. 
France 36, Japan 29, Italy 25, and 
Germany 20. 

“Another very important factor 
in the analysis is the size of the 
veasels comprising the merchant 
fleets of these principal maritime 
nations. Great Britain possesses 28 
vessels of 20,000 gross tons or over. 
‘Germany has nine, Italy eight, the 
United States six and France four. 
Of vessels ranging from 15,000 to 
20,000 tons, Great Britain has 67, 
the United States seven, Germany: 
aix, France four, Japan three, and 
Italy two. In the class of vessels 
from 10,000 to 15,000'tons Great 
Britain has 160, the United States 
42, France 21, ‘Germany. ‘6, Japan 
12, and Italy six.

Great Britain building in ocean-

ships, aggregating 170,000 tons; 
Italy's for 14 ships, aggregating 
162,000 tons, and Germany’s pro- 
gramme is for nine ahips, -aggre- 
gating 79,000 tons. _.

WELL. PRODUCED DRAMA IN 
THE QUEEN'S. 


THE ART OF GRETA GARBO. 

What does the film public want? 
Plutocratie film magnates, with 
ears long attuned to the musie of 
the cash register, tell us that they 
alone know. Which means that 
the public doesn’t. And sometimes 
one is: almost inclined to think the 
magnates are right. 

Which reflection arises from the 

behaviour of a portion of the 
wudience at the showing of 
“Romance” in the Queen’s Theatre 
last night. “Give us drama, give 
us life,” goes up the ery of film 
enthusiasts; and, having got It, 
many of them fail to recognise it. 
What is worse, their ill-timed 
hilarity serves to spoil the enjoy- 
ment of others. Some of the 
dramatic situations, in “Romance,” 
admittedly Victorian, may appear a 
little ludicrous ' to the disciple of 
jazz. But it is seriously suggest- 
ef that he restrain his mirth, in 
consideration of others who have 
vlso paid their entrance fee. 
’ “Romance” has been well produc- 
«d. The cast has been chosen with 
cure. The staging ig thoughtful. 
But the advance publicity 
{on the producers’ part), 
geems tos have been poor. 
One is quite prepared to hear that 
any given talking picture’ is “a 
drama as deep as your soul,” “a 
tale of tears and laughter,” of 
“clouds and stinshine,"? and so 
forth, But if the publicity for 
“Romance” had concentrated upon 
conveying something of the atmos- 
phere and period of the play to the 
public, instead of regaling. it, as 
usual, with the cost. of the “sets,” 
the unquestioned beauty of the star, 
and other irrelevancies, the success 
of the presentation might have 
been greater. 

As to Greta Gi rbo, there is 
more of Greta in the film than of 
the temperamental opera star she 
is called upon to portray. Which 
is no detriment—rather the re- 
verse. Nor is it necessary to make 
continual semi-apologias for Greta’s 
“accent.” It is less unnerving 
than that of mhny native Broad- 
way stars. But “Romance” is not 
the vivid thing that. “Anna 
Christie” was, There is less 
action, and what there is drags at 
times, through no fault of anyone 
in particular. 

Of the merit of the play, and 
Garbo's acting in particular, there 
is no question,. But must she al- 
ways be cast in such sombre parts? 
Is there not somewhere a role for 
her with a little more light and 
shade? Until. one can -be found 
for her, we have not seen the best 
of Garbo. : 3 

Miss Garbo is finely aupported by 
Lewis Stone and Cavin Gordon, 
The latter has a. difficult part which 
he plays with fine’ restraint, even 
though there is a tendency in cer- 
tain quarters nowadays to regard 
anything connected with the life of 
a clergyman as broadly humarous. 
Why this should be so is a mystery, 
Gordon survives” the ordeal very 
well, and Stone contributes some 
polished acting. 

“Romance” is well worth seeing, 
from every point of view. But it

I take it she had nothing to gain 
by shooting you?—Nothing to gain.
